The building was constructed as a 


monument to four members of the 
organization who paid the supreme 
sacrifice in World W ar ll. 
It was 
built by the club members, their 
fathers, aud friends, 
who pooled 
together their trade resources to 
complete the home within the space 
of a year. 
The only expenses Involved in the 
building of the home was the cost 
of materials. 
John "O x" DaClrosa was the guest 
speaker at the dedication exercises 
and at the banquet. The Fifth Ward
